a vary different nmu from the mechanic 
of the present. Even the young me- 
chanic who is now learning in the shop 
will, in some very important respects, be 
at a disadvantage whi>D he comes into 
contact and eompetion with the young 
mechanic who is noiv in the school. 


The shop graduate may be "pratical,'1 


and the school graduate will be equally 
"pratical," with the added advantage of 
wid 
theoretical knowledge. The shop 


graduate may be able to do all the work 
planned or designed for him, and the 
ecliool graduate will be able, not only 
to do the work, but also to do the planning 
and the designing. In every way the 
school graduate will have all the pood 
points of the shop graduate, with added 
good points due to wider information, 
while will lack most of the bad points of 
the shop graduate. 


All this means that the coming me- 


chanic is to be a very different person 
from the present and past mechanic. 
There will be a great change for the bet- 
ter 
wrought by the modern training 


school. Ihe boy in the shop may be set 
to turn a 'wheel. He simply [sees it m 
position, and he does what he is told to 
do, without asking or knowing the reason 
why it is done. The boy in the training 
school goes through the same practice 
under full instructions concerning the 
nature of the material, the proper cutting 
speed, and everything else connected 
with the ji b. The shop boy finishes and 
is simply lii-tul niuscnlarly or nervously. 
The school boy finishes and feels himself 
master of that particular job. Can any 
mechanic fail to appreciate 
the wide 


difference between two mechanics trained 
in ways so different?

"the swift." A'good greyhound will 
pull down two or three from a bunch 
of antelopes, but the swift escapes 
readi I v f rom him. In the chaso the 
fox \\ill stop still and wait until the 
hound is near him, and then easily 
distance him, and repeat the same ma- 
neuver. It does not jump, like a 
hound, hut runs witli a peculiar glid- 
ing motion. Its legs are of medium 
length, and muscular. 


On one occasion one escaped from a 


box trap, by the side of which I was 
standing. 
Near me was a shepherd 


dog, who was a good enough runner 
to pick up a jack rabbit occasionally, 
The dog jumped for the fox as the 
latter came out of the trap, yet at a 
distance of 150 feet the fox stopped 
still and waited for the clog. 


In regard to jack rabbits, they are 


not s-o ssult as generally supposed. 
Their progress is by 
tremendous 


jumps. I have measured twenty-four 
feet in the snow, in a straight lino be- 
tween successive footprints, and the 
animal was going up hill, too. But 
in these llights they lose time, and 
the hound, wolf and fox, whose feet 
strike the ground more constantly, 
will readily overtake them. 


These facts are from my own expe-

SAVING PUPILS' PENNIES. 


The Excellent. Schonl Bank System IB 


Long Island City. 


All the school children of Long Isl- 


and City have an excellent opportuni- 
ty of putting into practice the old ax- 
iom that "Economy is wealth." Three 
or four years ago the banking system 
was introduced into the various pub- 
lic schools in that city. 
Collections 


are made every Monday morning, and 
those pupils who are saving and care- 
ful of their money find great pleasure 
in responding to the question "How 
much have you got?" 


Each pupil is furnished with a neat- 


ly printed card on which the deposits 
are credited. 
These cards are highly 


treasured. They bear these inscrip- 
tions: "Good 
principles and good 


habits are in themselves a fortune." 
''The habit of saving is an essential 
part of a true, practical education." 
On the last page are these mottoes: 
"Take care of the pennies aiid the dol- 
lars will take care of themselves." 
"The masses know how to earn belter 
than how to save." 


When the school opens on Monday 


morning the teacher takes out the roll 
book, and, as she calls tho names, tho 
pupils call out the amounts of money 
they want to deposit, each in turn 
stepping up to the desk with tho 
money, and records the amount on 
the card and in her own book. 
After 


the collection each teacher delivers 
the money to tho principal, who de- 
posits it the same day in the Long 
Island City Savings bank in the name 
of each depositor. 
One cent or up- 


ward can be received by the teacher. 
When a pupil has a deposit of $1 ov 
more a bank book will be given free 
of charge from the bank. 


The pupils are requested not to with- 


draw deposits until the amount reaches 
$3, except in cases of sickness or re- 
moval from the city; hut if the deposit 
should be withdrawn and the amount 
has been less than f3, the bank will 
charge ten cents for the bank book. 
Deposits of Jl and over bear interest. 
The bank books of the pupils are kept 
by tho principal as long as the children 
attend school. If they want to leave 
the school or at vacation the book is 
given to them and they can withdraw 
their money, but they will require the 
presence of their father or mother and 
tliesignature of the principal. During 
the summer vacation of the school de- 
posits may be made or money with- 
drawn from the bank direct, the cashier 
acting during that time for the teacher. 


Only about ten minutes' time is con- 


sumed in making the collections in 
each school, so that it cannot bo ob- 
jected that it materially interferes 
with the regular work of tho public 
school. This teu minutes each Mon- 
day morning has more excitement in 
it for the children than the events of 
all the rest of the week put together. 
Their eyes sparkle and their faces 
glow with excitement. Five cents is 
the average deposit, and the pupil 
who has more than that amount an- 
nounces it in a voice that plainly de- 
notes satisfaction. 


The lad who deposits half a dollar, 


or possibly a dollar, is regarded with 
admiration by his fellow pupils, who 
look upon him as afnture millionaire. 
As the amount grows the boys and 
f 


irls become more eager to save, 
[any havo some specihc object in 
view. Although tho girls outnumber 
the boys as depositors, the latter have 
the largest amount to their credit. It 
is in the primary and intermediate 
grades that tho largest collections are 
made. Tho higher the grade of school, 
the fewer the depositors.—Brooklyn 
Eagle.

Special Weather SummtiryforDecember. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—The special 


weather summary for December Issued 
by the Signal Bureau contains the fol- 
lowing Interesting account ot the very 
high temperatures in tha Eastern part 
of the country. In the central valleys 
of the Ohio, Mississippi and Missouri the 
warm period began about December 0 
and continued until the 80th, the excess 
of daily temperature during- this period 
being on no day less than ten degrees, 
and on one day thirty-five degrees. 
In 


tho Southern States, during the latter 
half of December, the dally temperature 
ranged from twelve to twftnty-three de- 
grees above the average. In the Lower 
Mlsilssippi Valley the warmest period 
extended from the 16th to the 30th, and 
during the same time the daily excess 
of heat ranged at Washington 
from 


eleven to twenty-eight degrees, and at 
Now York from six to twenty-five de- 
grees above the average. The warmest 
period in this section of the country fell 
on Christmas and the day following, 
when It waa about twenty-five degrees 
warmer than usual. 


While such high temperatures were 


prevailing in the Eastern States, dur- 
ing the holiday week, frosts occurred on 
the Pacific coast where they extended 
as far southward as San Diego on the 
30th and 81st. 


The only decided cold wave was that 


at St. Vincent on the 80th, when a 
temperature of minus twenty-two oc- 
curred. There has been an excess of 
precipitation generally throughout tho 
lake region—Minnesota, Eastern Db- 
kota, North New England and In Cali- 
fornia. The ralntell for the month has 
ooen most unusual In California, over 
eighteen inches having fallen at San 
Tranolsco, fifteen at Los Angeles and 
six at San Diego, which was from thjee 
to five times the usual amount for the 
month.

try, south of the lake region and from 
Massachusetts southward 
to Florida, 


less than the normal precipitation oc- 
curred, the month being dry In tho 
Southern States, where the amount in 
rainfall was from three to five Inches 
less than usual.

A TEBBIBLE ACCIDENT 


I/ONPON, Jan 2 —The Paupers' school 


in Forest Gate, a connection of the 
Whitechapel Unions, was burned early 
yesterday Corning and twenty-six boys 
who were asleep in the upper stories 
were suffocated before they could be 
rescued Fifty-eight others were rescued 
by the attaches of the institution and 
members of the fire brigade amidst tlie 
most intense excitement and at great 
risk 
Two of the matrons effected their 


escape by sliding down a water pipe 
They reached the ground uninjured 
Some of the boys, emboldened by the 
example set by th* matrons, escaped in 
the same manner The superintendent 
of the school exhibited great Dravery 
and repeatedly dashed through 
tho 


flames returning each time with the al- 
most inanimate form of some youngster 
The school contained in all six hundred 
pupils 


When the flames had been subdued 


the twenty-six dead bodies were re- 
mov«d to the main ball of the institu 
tion, where the profuse Christmas deco 
rations still descended from the telling 
ond walls 
Tha fire originated from an 


overheated stove 


The girls' w iny of the school, contain 


Ing 830 Inmates, was not touched by tho 
flames The boys retired in the highest
